RELATIVES OF 
STATE'S WARDS 


Hannan Thinks Over $100,- 


000 Could Be Saved An- 
nually Under System 


.Madison —</P)— At least $100,000 


annually can be added to the state's 
general fund by compelling Wiscon- 
sin residents to pay something to- 
ward the keep of then- relatives com- 
mitted to state Institutions, John J. 
Hannan, president of the board of 
control, said yesterday at the em- 
ergency board budget cutting hear- 
ings. 


Hannan reported that the control- 


board itself and the various institu- 
tions under its direction will save 
approximately $260,000 in operating 
costs during- this biennium and he 
proposed that a small 
portion of 


that sum be set aside for a system 
of making collections from the rela- 
tives of state's wards. 
' 


The savings out of the board's ad- 


ministration appropriations will be 
around $10,000 for this fiscal year, 
the remainder of the $260,000 com- 
ing1 from the institution allowances. 
Out of the $10,000, Hannan said, a 
collections system could be establish- 
ed which would return to the trea- 
sury between $100,000 and $125,000. 


Pointing out that the law entitles 


the state to be reimbursed- for keep- 
ing persons whose relatives are able 
to pay, Hannan said that Wisconsin, 
through lack of systematic collection 
plan is getting very little while oth- 
er states are being reimbursed any- 
where from $100,000 to $1,000,000 a 
year. 


The sums - realized from such col- 


lections, he said, do not accrue to 
the 
board of control but 
go into 


the treasury for general purposes. 


Need Collection System^ 


Bather than charge off the $10,000

board's appropriations Hannan said 
it could be put to another more eco- 
nomical use In addition to establish- 
ing a collections system.

and business men gathered in Stom- 
mel's hall at St. John last night and

fort to increase the demand for the 
product and thereby raise the price. 


Those at the meeting, 
however, 


were careful to point feut that they 
had no Intention of trying to raise 
the price of milk to the 
consumer, 


holding that the consumer now is 
paying as much for milk as he was 
when the farmers -were receiving a 
good price for their product. 
They 


claim that the middleman's costs axe 
too high and that a part of 
this 


should be diverted to the producer 
of the milk without affecting 
the 


consumer. 


Anton Loehr, a St. John merchant 


and proprietor of the Loehr cheese 
factory there, who was responsible 
for calling the meeting, was autho- 
rized to engage an officer and 
at- 


tempt to 
interest other 
farmers 


throughout Calumet-co and the state 
in the organization. 
It was Mr. 


Loehr who devised the plan of ac- 
tion contemplated by the union. He 
called the meeting after many con- 
ferences with farmers and business 
men. 


Mr. Loehr, who presided, outlined

"To start the wheels of progress

TOKIO TROOPS 


Japanese Cabinet Appro- 


priates Additional 22 


Million Yen 


Tokio—MP)—An extraordinary ap- 


propriation of 22,000,000 yen ($7,040, 
000 at the present 
rate) was 
ap- 


proved by the Japanese cabinet to- 
day to meet additional military ex- 
penses in connection with the expe 
dition to Shanghai. 


The army received 20,000,000 yen 


and the navy 2,000,000 yen. 


This was the second special appro 


priation made for the Shanghai ex- 
pedition. A total of 34,000,000 yen 
was authorized on Feb. 9, bringing 
the authorization to date to 56,000, 
000 yen or nearly $19,000,000 at the 
present rate of exchange. 


The money 
is expected 
to be 


raised by domestic bond issue. 


The appropriation authorized to- 


day required 
the consent 
of the 


privy council, but this -was believed 
to have been assured. 


Besides these 
appropriations for 


the Shanghai expeditions, an appro- 
priation of 42,000,000 yen was voted 
for the Manchurian campaign some 
time ago -which, in addition 
to the 


appropriations this 
month brings 


the total to approximately $31,500,- 
000 at the current exchange rate, or 
$49,000,000 at par. Further appropri- 
ations are expected to be submitted 
to a special session 
of the diet in 


April in the form 
of a supplemen 


tary budget. The cost of maintaining 
the Manchurian and Shanghai expe- 
ditions Indefinitely was estimated at 
10,000,000 (about $3,200,000) a month. 


Predict Difficulties 


The Bank of Japan and the gov- 


ernment deposits bureau 
were ex- 


pected to take 
up the 
necessary 


bond issues, but in many quarters, 
a considerable 
dislocation 
of the 


country's financial 
condition was 


predicted. 


Opinion in Japan, 
as expressed 


thus far, has generally been hostile 
in tone to Secretary Stlmson's let- 
ter of a few days ago. 


The newspaper Ashi said In an ed- 


itorial today that "not 
by doubting 


Japan's motive, but by cooperating 
with her will America enable China 
to stand on her own feet." The edit- 
orial criticized Secretary Stimson's 
reference to the naval treaty and re- 
minded the United 
States that the 


"Washington conference entailed sac- 
rifices from all the participants and 
not from America alone. 


The newspaper Jiji said the Stim- 


son latter was "harmful" and that 
there is no question of an economic 
blockade, which It added, is a "hare- 
brained idea" which 
it considered 


co^ld not be seriously entertained by 
United States authorities. The news- 
paper expressed anxiety, however, 
lest President Hoover be led by pub-

State College, Pa.—(/P)—There Is 


a potential refrigerator in the in- 
take manifold of every automobile 
and, theoretically, there Is an ap- 
parently simple method of convert- 
ing it Into a useful cooler for food 
and drink. The refrigerant Is the 
fuel en route to the engine. 


Some experiments in the mechan- 


ical laboratory 
at 
Pennsylvania 


State college showing these possi- 
bilities are described by F. C. Stew- 
art, associate professor of mechan- 
ical engineer. 


He emphasizes that beyond the as- 


sembling of the basic data, no expe- 
Imental work with such an automo- 
bile refrigerator has been carried 
out. 


Uses Usual Principle 


The idea, he says, is to use in the 


automobile the usual 
refrigeration 


principle, which is already in opera- 
tion but going to M aste. , In the or- 
dinary mechanical refrigerator there 
.s a chamber where atmospheric 
pressure la reduced—a partial vac- 
uum created. 


In this reduced pressure the re-

FOR OCEAN FLIGHT 


Sliding Wings Designed for 


Safe Supporting Force in 
Taking Off

Paris — An airplane with a tele- 


scopic wing- which, it is claimed, will 
be able to fly from Paris to New 
York within twelve hours has been 
successfully tested here and astonish- 
ed experts by Its revolutionary de- 
sign. It is the invention of Ivan 
Makhonlne, a young Russian avia- 
tion engineer living in Paris. 


The principle of the sliding wing 


is to have a safe supporting force 
In taking off and landing, but

Makhonine made his first testa at 


Villacoublay Aerodrome

wing monoplane driven by a 450J 
horsepower

but when the wing was drawn In, 
telescoping from each end into a 
center section, the speed was Increas- 
ed to 180 miles.

Most of those planted are 
immediatelyjeaten up by their broth- 
ers, and the rest are caught out be- 
fore they have a- chance to grow 
to any size. 


Good sized pike, muskies 
and 


northern pike are 
still 
plentiful 


enough to afford good fishing, If one 
knows •where to go for them. Dur- 
ing the last season muskies weighing 
up to forty odd pounds were caught 
in "Wisconsin waters; •wall-eyed pike 
weighing well over twelve pounds

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MR. ROOSEVELT GROWS 


As though the fates were trying to 


twist Governor Roosevelt's political fu- 
ture and embitter politicians of his 
own state against him, there came to 
his desk a few days ago the necessity 
of deciding whether one Parley, huge 
in physique and with a glowing red 
face across which played a perpetual 
Celtic smile, should be removed from 
the office of sheriff, important to Tam- 
many at New York City and only giv- 
en into the keeping of some man like 
Farley who stands high in the coun- 
sels-and power of the greatest social- 
po'itical organization in the country. 


Against Farley there was but one 


piece of evidence. It was his bank 
book. He had deposited large sums of 
money, far beyond the income of his 
office plus the income of the property 
he owned, but the 
Seabury investi- 


gating committee could not trace a 
cent of that money to a corrupt source, 
simply because it could not be traced 
at all. 


When the committee said to Far- 


ley, "Where did you get it?", he an- 
swered that he got it from a tin box, 
that although he always kept a bank 
account he was in the habit of keep- 
ing great sums of money in a safety 
deposit box which he had finally de- 
posited from time to time in ten thou- 
sand dollar rolls in his bank account. 
•* Brushing aside Farley's thin expla- 
nation as "unsatisfactory" Governor 
Roosevelt summarily removed him" 
from office, announcing a new and a 
very necessary- principle, by which to 
judge public officers, in the following 
language: 


"As a. matter of general sound public 


policy, I am very certain that there Is a 
requirement that when a public official 
is under Inquiry, especially an elected 
public official, and it appears that the 
total of his bank deposits far exceeds 
the public salary or other income which 
he is known to receive, he 
owes 


a positive public duty to the community 
to give a reasonable or credible ex- 
planation of the source of his deposits." 
That sort of a. decision is enervating 


to an organization like Tammany. If 
it must explain its income it is ruined. 
It will have nothing but disdain for a 
governor who enforces such a rule. It 
may not state so openly but it will 
fight him desperately, personally, vi- 
ciously, any way, in order to defeat, 
humiliate or prevent his promotion in 
life. 


In these seemingly uncertain days of 


official and other dishonesty, Governor 
Roosettlt's blunt and granite charac- 
ter operating against the forces of ruin 
and corruption will be a decisive factor 
swaying a people back to a sublime 
faith in their own created institutions. 


We may temporarily pass over the 


great value of our constitutions and 
laws—Mexico and Portugal have such 
things too—for after they are adopted 
their value must depend on the charac- 
ter of the men into whose hands the 
people trust, with a silent prayer, their 
enforcement. 


All the crash of falling markets and 


despairing economic conditions, all 
the giief of unemployment, all the 
political hates and loves, battles and 
coalitions, all the plans and schemes of 
groups or clans or parties may be per- 
mitted their course for even in their 
violence they cannot rob a people of 
their future when high character has 
its steady hand upon the rudder. Only 
the blindest of folly can shut our minds 
and benumb our reason against the 
truth of that fact. 


This sort of a character in a public 


official, this refusal to help a political 
friend as such, but a steadfast adher- 
ence to the rights of the people and a 
faithful effort to give them honest ad- 
ministration, is a force that overtow- 
ers reasoning or persuasion. It is more 
compelling than logic for it in reality 
is the practice of logic. It scatters sel- 
fishness to the winds. It upholds the 
hand of truth. 
In its presence the 


smirkings and twistings of devious and 
subtle plans surrender for they have 
no future. 


This loft of character is honesty for- 


tified by courage and directed by a, 
clear and sustained judgment.

THE CAPITAL CITY BANK 


AGAIN 


If it is permissible to refer to the de- 


posit of public funds in the Capital 
City Bank without courting an assault, 
reference may be made to the position 
taken by the surety companies which 
provided the bond protecting state 
funds, as disclosed by their correspon- 
dence recently made public. 


The conclusion, while uncertain be- 


cause all facts are never available until 
after a hearing, points to the safety of 
the state's money although that does 
not necessarily mean that the loss will 
be borne by the surety companies. 


Our attention has been called to the 


fact that some twenty years ago the 
supreme court of Wisconsin held that 
a surety company was ijot released 
from liability merely because the state 
treasurer deposited funds in excess of 
the amount permitted by law or the 
rules of the board of deposits. Investi- 
gation has verified the actuality of 
such decision. So much for that angle 
of the case. 


But the surety companies claim ad- 


ditional things, one of which, that 
when deposits were made by Mr. Lev- 
itan he knew or had good reason to 
know, that the Capital City Bank was 
actually insolvent, broke. 


And still it would not seem that 


even such knowledge would result in 
the loss of public funds to the state. 
The most that probably could be 
claimed from that situation would be a 
personal liability of Mr. Levitan to the 
surety companies. 


The most serious claim arises from 


the assertion by the surety companies 
that when an insolvent bank, fully 
aware of its insolvency, accepts depos- 
its, the money so deposited will be held 
in law to be a trust fund, which means 
that the claim of the state for its 
moneys becomes a preferred claim to 
be paid first out of the assets of the 
bank now in receivership. 


If this position can succeed the state 


will lose no money, the surety com- 
panies will lose no money, but the loss 
will fall entirely upon the depositors 
in the bank who must submit to see- 
ing this claim paid prior to the di- 
vision of the assets' among them. 


The fortunes of this litigation will 


be followed by the people with inter- 
est but the outcome," whatever .it is, 
can never excuse the violation by pub- 
lic officials of laws made for the safe- 
ty of public funds nor the influencing 
of such public officials by those who 
wield political power, although with- 
out authority from the people. 


FEDERAL ECONOMY NEEDED 
The proposed reorganization of fed- 


eral government departments in the in- 
terests of economy and efficiency, now 
under debate in Congress, is not a 
new thing. It goes all the way back 
to the Taft administration, when a 
commission was set up to survey the 
field and see just where consolidations 
could enable Uncle Sam to conduct his 
business with less lost motion. 


Thus the project has been up for 


consideration for more than 20 years; 
and by this time it ought to be fairly 
apparent to the politicians at Washing- 
ton just what should be done. Some 
sort of drastic reorganization is greatly 
needed-. Uncle Sam could very easily 
slash his payroll and get his work done 
much better than it is being done now. 
Congress will be doing the country a 
bad turn if it fails to take some definite 
action.

Only ninety-three of the more than 2,300 farms 


n Henry county failed to pay their taxes last 
year. That fact Is attested by the delinquent llsr 
published in the Courier-Times on Monday of this 
week. Of the ninety-three farms advertised It is 
safe to say that a third or a half will be wiped 
off the list before the day of sale so that the 
number will be reduced to fifty, or about 2 per 
cent of tho total number of farms. We speak of 
farms containing twenty acres or more wher« 
,he owner makes his entire Uving, and not Just a 
home to live in the country nnd work some place 
else. 


When 96 or 98 per cent of the farmers can still 


pay taxes, then conditions are not so bad as one 
might believe, nor are farmers so near bank- 
uptcy. Business is not good. It is a long ways 
from it, but so long as 98 per cent of the farms 
can pay their taxes, high as they are, then we 
lave a long ways to go before complete ruination 
stares us in the face. 


Most of us had thoughts that the extremely 


ow prices for farm products, the inability to bor- 
row on farms and the fact that there Is no sale 
'or them, would cause an enormous delinquency. 
We have heard it placed as high as 25 per cent. 
Naturally it was agreeable Information to know 
:ftat it was only 2 or 2 per cent, or about 1 per 
cent more than usual. This Is cheering news es- 
pecially when news of that kind has been so 
scarce.—Newcastle Cournor-Tim«s.

illnesses, the breaths coming deeper 
and faster for a time till the breath- 
Ing is quite violent, then a period of 
slower and more shallow breaths till 
it seems the patient doesn't breathe 
at all for several seconds. It was in 
one of these Intervals that the nurse 
decided the patient was dead. That 
was not the mistake. - Even If she 
was quite certain the patient was 
dead the nurse should not have ven- 
tured to say so.

AMERICAN POLICY AND THE 


LEAGUE ASSEMBLY 


Geneva, Feb. 25. 


When the Assembly of the League 


of Nation* meets next -week It will 
b« hlg-hly important 
that Geneva 


and "Washington should understand 
eacb other well. Otherwise there are 
many possibilities of serious confu- 
»lon. For there will be many nations 
represented In the Assembly 
who 


will wish to have the Jjeagrue vindi- 
cate Itself as an agency for enforc- 
ing peace, and the United 
States 


must beware of letting: itself 
be 


maneuvered into a (position where It 
is said that but for 
the 
United 


States the League would have inter- 
vened firmly and successfully. 
The 


temptation to lay the blame for the 
disappointment on the United States 
•will be tremendous. 
On the 
other 


hand, there is danger also that the 
Assembly will be swept by a demand 
-for some sort of action — short 
of 


war, but on the road to war — like 
the withdrawal of ambassadors from 
Tokio, which would cost no nation 
except Britain, France and the Unit- 
ed States anything. In that event 
there is danger either that we might 
join in a move which is a first step 
in a direction we should not wish to 
go, or that we should find ourselves 
morally Isolated and in" opposition to 
the opinion of the civilized world. 
* * * 


It Is therefore of the utmost im- 


portance that the principles of the 
American policy should 
be 
made 


quite clear at Geneva. What needs 
to be made clear particularly is that 
in the whole Sino-Japanese 
affair 


the United States has not left itself 
commited to nor has it sought to 
pursue a policy of enforcing- peace. 
This la not clearly understood 
at 


Geneva. 
Although as a matter of 


fact the league has done no more 
than attempt remediation now and, 
following- the American leadership 
has declared against recognizing as 
legal the results of .Tapan's ag-gres- 
slon, the notion persists in Geneva 
that the League ought in fact to be 
used with force to deal with 
the 


Japanese. This 
notion, 
combined 


with the fact the League has 
no 


force Is the reason why the League's 
action has been vacillating and con- 
fused. 


The nations represented on the 


'- Council undoubtedly realize by this 
"time that the situation is one 
in 


which threats of force are 
empty 


and therefore dangerous. They rea- 
lize it because they ars as little will- 
ing- as is the United States to take 
the risk of 
enlarging 
the 
Sino- 


.Tapanese war Into a general war. 


- But the nations of the 
Assembly 


may not realize it. They have 
a 


strong- Interest in proving: that the 
League is really a league to enforce 
peace. It is therefore desirable that 


- U should be made quite plain 
to 


them -why the United States would 
not associate itself with a movement 
to apply force against Japan. 


There In much to be said in favor 


of the conception of a league to en- 
force peace. It is likely that in no 
other way could an action like Ja- 
pan's have been prevented. But if a 
league to enforce peace is to work 
it must exist before hostilities be- 
gin; it must be known to exist and 
must be believed to be effective. At 
this stage It would be sheer folly, 


r it would be unutterably tragic, to 


improvise a league to enforce peace 
and take measures 
which 
might 


lead to war with Japan. 
For Jap- 


an is now so deeply involved in 
China that the threat of force- would 
no longer be effective ; at this point 
it would be necessary to use force — 
that is, to go to war. 
The military 


caste in Japan has by this time 
staked is eistence upon the Chinese 
advtnture, and it is as certain as 
-anything can 
be that 
it 
would 


rather go down to defeat by drag- 
gins In the world than go down to 
defeat by surrendering 
to threats 


from Geneva, London and Washing- 
ton. 


A war •with Japan would create 


stupendous misery and vindicate no 
principle whatsoever. 
The idea of 


war should therefore, be renounced 
clearly and decisively, even to the 
point of evacuating American citi 
zens from the theater of war if that 
is deemed necessary. 
It should be 


made u clearly known In Tokio 
and Nanking u In Geneva, that In 
respect to the war now in progress 
the United States will confine it 
self to mediation, and that in re- 
spect to the ultimate settlement it 
it will stand on the principle of its 
note of January 7; that is to say, 
that it will not recognize as valid 
any new rights created by illegal 
force. 


Having made its position clear, 


the United States should 
oppose 


measures in the nature of an Inter- 
vention. 
It should oppose further 


denunciations of Japan on 
the 


ground that the paper record can 
only be provocative and irritating. 
It should oppose the withdrawal of 
ambassadors from 
Tokio on 
the 


ground that this is a. measure im- 
plying the ultimate use of force. 
It should oppose a one-sided embar- 
go on munitions as inconsistent 
with the general policy of noninter- 
vention by force. 


In taking this line it will be 


severely critized by many friends of 
the League. 
But It Is the only 


logical and coherent line to take, 
In view of the fact that the United 
States 
has 
deliberately 
decided 


against the theory of a league to 
enforce peace. 
Incidentally, it will 


be expressing the real Intentions of 
the principal powers of the League. 
The United States will be doing 
openly and sincerely what the other 
great powers, because of thier com- 
mitments, are not able quite can- 
didly to admit they Intend to do.

carbon monoxide 'gas belt' which

level,

six or eight stories. 


"I/ight and sunshine are other ad- 


vantages that require no explana- 
lon. As for noise, there seems to be 
almost no advantage In height so 
:ong as there are surrounding, tall 
buildings against which the street 
sounds can reberberate. But tenants 
of the roofs do escape the clamor of 
traffic when their houses are 
set 


well-back from- the edge."

The first ones were of 
only one story,- but most of them 
now have two floors. And Franz- 
leim recently has designed 
some 


riplex penthouses which have ele- 
ctor service to their lower floors.

th» famous Shelby (Mont.) gas con 
troversy. 


The Montana Public Service com 


" mission is appealing to the supreme 


court from a decision of a 
three- 


judge federal court holding that the 
Great Northern 
Utilities Co. need 


not comply with an order issued by 
the commission requiring- the utility 
to establish rates for natural gas on 
a level with those charged by the 


. Citizens Gas Co. In Shelby. 


The case has been bitterly contest 


ed during the last three years be- 
fore the Montana commission, in the 
state courts and finally in the fed- 


. era! district court. It began In 1928 
_. when some of the residents of Shel- 


by organized the Citizens Gas Co. 
and secured a franchise from the 
city to construct a natural gas sys- 
tem in competition with the Great 
Northern, which had been serving 
the city for about five years prior 
to that time. 


Charge 50 Cents 


The Great Northern was charging 


50 cents per thousand cubic feet for 
gas and the new company, which in 
Montana was permitted to -enter the 
utility field without securing per- 
mission from the state commission, 
established a rate of 35 cents. The 
older company thereupon 
filed a 


rate of 25 cents and sought the ap- 
proval of the commission as requir- 
ed by the state law. 


'The commission after an inves- 


tigation issued an 
order rejecting 


, the 25-cent rate, 
holding that 
it 


would not yield enough- revenue to 


- defray normal 
operating expenses, 


including an allowance for deprecia- 
tion, and that the low rat© would 
tend to imperil or impair the ability 
of the utility to render dependable 
adequate service. The company was 
ordered to make effective 
the 85- 


cent rate charged by the Citizens 
company, although it was admitted 
by the commission that even this 
rate would not afford a fair return 
upon the value of the utility's prop- 
erty. 


Th Montana 
commission claims 


the right to fix the precise rate to 
be charged by a public utility, while 
the Great Northern contends that 
the power of regulation is limited to 
the fixing of a reasonable rate or a 
rate which will furnish a fair return, 
and that a utility has the right to 
charge any rate not discriminatory 
within the limits of a 
reasonable 
rate. 


Although this 
question, which 


generally has 
come up 
between 


private.and municipal utilities, has 
been raised In different sections of 
the country, it 
has never before 


reached the 
highest court. 
The 


supreme court of Iowa a few years 
ago decided a similar situation In 
favor of the municipality, holding 
that a public utility operating under 
a franchise has no 
constitutional 
right of competition. 


On the other hand, the Georgia 


Public Service commission a few 
months ago declared that "the law is 
wen established that a public utility 
has the right to charge such rates in 
a given instance as may be neces- 
sary to meet competition." This 
ruling: was made in a controversy 
between the Georgia Power Co. and 
a public electric plant constructed 
by Crlsp-co, Georgia, to serve the 
city of Cordele and other communi- 
ties.

Hurls Charges in House in 


Urging 
Modification of 


18th 
Amendment

Washington—In attributing 7,500 


speakeasies to the 
Badger state, 


Representative Leonidas C. Dyer of 
Missouri did not make any mistake 
unless by way of 
underestimating 


the 
number, according 
to 
Rep. 


Thomas R. Amlie of Elkhorn.^ 


Dyer made his charges in the 


House of Representatives in a speech 
urging modification of the prohibi- 
tion law to allow the public to buy 
beer and to 
abolish 
speakeasies, 


which he eaid flourished in all the 
states. Careful investigation had re- 
vealed that there are now 220,000 
speak-easies throughout the country, 
he said, placing Wisconsin seventh 
among the states in the number of 
its speakeasies with New Tork at 
the head with 42,000. 


Questioned regarding the validity 


of the charge concerning the preva- 
!ence of speakeasies in 
Wisconsin, 


Representative Amlie said: 


"My district is largely an indus- 


trial and summer resort section. The 
ratio of speakeasies would be 
as 


great as Mr. Dyer's estimate. 


"In the city of Milwaukee 
the 


same thing would be true. In the 
rural sections there is comparative- 
ly littlo violation of the law, how- 
ever 


"I have spent the last eight years 


joth on the prosecution ard defense 
of liquor cases and feel that I have 
a fairly good knowledge of the gen- 
eral situation, 


"If Mr. Dyer makes any mistake 


t is by way of underestimating the 
number." 


What Rep. Dyer had to say about 


speakeasies, Wisconsin 
variety or 


otherwise, was not 
encouraging, 


lowever, to any propective patrons. 
'These speakeasies sell beer which 
consists of home-brew, alley made 
or illegally imported from Canada or 
any other country. When the peo- 
ple can get good brewery-made beer 
through their grocers or other dis- 
tributing 
centers, they will not 


patronize speakeasies," he said.

Years Ago by Amundsen

Washington—M>)—Twenty years 


ago, in December, "1911, Roald Am- 
undsen of 
Norway reached 
the 


south pole and crowned centuries of 
gradual advance by men into the 
polar wastes. 


Since then Polar travel and ex- 


ploration have been revolutionized 
more completely than in all the cen- 
turies that led up to Amundsen's 
achievement. 


Explorers now use radio, air- 


planes 
and even - submarines 
to 


wrest scientific knowledge from the 
frozen areas. 


Two American expeditions to the 


Polar regions already are planned 
for 1932. 


Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd 


will return to' his Antarctic base, 
Little America, perhaps establish a 
new inland base, map more of the 
continent with airplanes, and study 
weather, geology, and life on land 
and sea. 


Williams To Go To Arctic 


Capt. 
F. 
M. 
Williams, 
also 


equipped with airplanes, will spend 
two years in the arctic on the shore 
of the Polar sea, making 
similar 


studies and 
broadcasting 
daily 


weather reports. 


Arctic exploration 
received 
its 


first boast •when the search for a 
northwest passage to Cathay began 
after 
Columbus found 
the 
way 


blocked along the direct route west. 


For centuries frail ships vainly 


sought the passage. A rich 
prize 


offered by Great Britain stimulated 
the search, led to exploration of the 
islands north of Canada and discov- 
ery of the north magnetic pole in 
1S31. 


The- first ship to make'the north- 


west passage was the Gjoa, com- 
manded by Roald Amundsen, which 
sailed from Europe to Alaska in 
1903-04. The northeast passage al- 
ready had been negotiated- in 1878- 
79, when A. E. Nordenskiold sailed 
the Vega from 
Europe to Japan 
north of Siberia. 


The North Pole next became the 


goal of explorers, Admiral Robert E. 
Peary, "D. S. Navy, finally reaching 
it April 6, 1911, after a sledge jour- 
ney from the direction of Green- 
land. 


Sir Ernest Shackleton of England 


aiscovered the south magnetic pole 
in 1908-09. 


Roald Amundsen was planning a 


north pole expedition when news of 
Peary's discovery was anonunced, 
an* turned southward Instead. So 
did Capt. Robert F. Scott of Eng- 
land. 


Traveling by sledge, Amundsen 


reached the south pole 
December 


14, 1911, planted a Norwegian flag-, 
and left a record of his visit. Scott 
arrived January 17, 1912, found the 
note, turned back, and perished in a 
blizzard. 


With both poles reached by par- 


ties on foot, the era of aerial ex- 
ploration in the Polar regions be- 
gan. 


First S. A. Andree 
of 
Sweden 
took off in a ballroom, July 11, 1397 
for the north pole with two com- 
panions. He never was heard1 from 
until the bodies of Andree and one 
comrade were found on While Is- 
land in 1930. . 


Beaches North Pole 


Byrd, then a lieutenant-comman- 


der, first flew to the north pole in 
an airplane May 9, 1926. 


Two days later 
the 
dirigible 


Norge, piloted by Gen. Umberto No- 
bile of Italy, flew over the pole from 
Spitsbergen and on to Alaska 
Sir 


Hubert Wilkins flew 
by 
airplane 


across the arctic sea in the reversi 
direction April 15, 1928. 


A month later, May 23, Nobile pi- 


loted the dirigible. Italia to the pole 
and crashed on the return Journey. 
Some of the crew including Nobile 
•were rescued-. Roald Amundsen set 
out by airplane to 
seek missing 


members of the crew and never re- 
turned. 
Admiral Eyrd led an expedition to 
the antarctic during 1928-30, was 
first to fly to the south pole; and is 
the only man to fly to both poles 


An attempt of Sir Hubert Wilkins 


to reach the north pole by subma- 
rine the past summer ended in fail 
ure.

by large groups of half-clad Chinese 
who,

each morning by the Japanese in 
trucks.

Trotzky, the former Bolshevik war 
lord, made the most direct attack 
on Stahn he has made in any of his 
{are talks with press representatives 
tiring his exile. He also discussed 
tie decree of a few days ago con- 
.arming the exile of himself and oth- 
er former Russian leaders. 


"The personal situation of Stalin 


and his limited group 
is tottering 


precariously," the former organizer 
of the red 
army said. 
"I neither 


have the text of the decree of which 
you speak nor official confirmation 
that such a. decision has been taken, 
but 
supposing the information Is 


correct, which I believe highly prob- 
able, I can give the following ex- 
planation. 


"The list of names in the decree 


is wholly artificial It is tHe famous 
•"Amalgam" system. 


"Indisputable economic successes 


have been rnad-e along the line ad- 
vocated by the opposition, while dif- 
ficulties have resulted from Stalin's 
purely 
bureaucratic method. 
The 


working classes of Russia are clear- 
ly aware of this. After declaring us 
dead four years ago, Stalin found 
himself forced some months ago- to 
launch a 
desperate international 


campaign against 'Trotskyism' and 
me personally. The present decree 
is merely the crown of this cam- 
paign, which indicates the strength 
of our tendency jn the Soviet." 


Trotzky ia "camping out" on" this 


island and he gnes the impression 
of a general marshaling an army of 
•words. He is continuing his work 
oa the history which .he has been 
writing. He looks older and thin- 
ner than when he 
arrived three 


years ago, but far healthier. 
He 


wore a gray flannel shirt, a gray 
sweater 
and a 
goatee which ac- 


centuated the blue of his eyes. His 
voice was qnlet, but the sentences 
were emphasized 
by the 
flashing 


rise and fall of his eyebrows in the 
wide expanse of his forehead. 


Dwelling Burned 


"We have come again to Pnn- 


Kipo," he said, 
"where, with my 


family, I spent the first two years 
of my exile until fire destroyed our 
dwelling, and everything it contain- 
ed, including my library. Here we 
are even moie isolated from the out- 
Pids world than at Moda. AH houses 
are tightly closed. 
Tou can see 


there are ideal conditions here for 
abstaining from politics 


"However, the world press does 


not allow- me a political holiday. Not 
long ago the news appeared in the 
newspapers of several countries that 
I was planning to leave for Germany 
to take upon myself the defense of 
the Bruening government. The Span- 
ish press, basing- its opinions partly 
on the theory of 'Permanent revolu- 
tion which I uphold, and partly on 
communications of police, 
accuses 


me of organizing recent movements 
against civil guards there. 


"At the same time, at Moscow, the 


Stalin faction decided during its last 
conference that I was directing 'the 
advance guard of bourgeoise coun- 
ter-revolution.' 
Again it must bo 


remembered that a few months ago 
there appeared in the world press an 
announcement of my plot, conjointly 
with the former emir of Afghanis- 
tan, to free India. 


"Which of these communications 


Is true and exact? I have to disap- 
point you. They are all false. 


'If you ask me which of them 


pleases me most, my choice will fall 
on the plot with the emir of Afghan- 
istan. In this story -there is at least 
the most creative fantasy. I am on]y 
sorry 
we weren't accorded as 
a 


third ally, Mr. Ramsay MacDonald. 
It is true that, without officially 
taking part m a plot, ho does al! in 
his power for the quickest possible 
liberation of India from England. To 
have introduced him officially mto 
tli e conspiracy would 
have 
been 


tantamount to 
compromising him 
unnecessarily. 


Ideas "loo Advanced" 


"When I was arrested at Madrid 


during the war (in 1916) the director 
of police thus answered my ques- 
tions as to the reasons for the ar- 
rest: 'Tour ideas are too advanced 
for Spain.' 
Thereupon I was in- 


carcerated 
in a 'model' prison at 


Madrid, which I confess did not ap- 
pear especially model to me. 


"Since that time monarchy has 


given place m Spain to a republic 
which, even in its constitution, Is 
called a republic of labor. I do not 
\-now to what extent the police of 
Jadrld ha\e been renovated but ap- 
parently they have the saint convic- 
tion that my ideas are too advanced 
for Spain 


"Nevertheless they consider this 


very brief formula 
insufficient to 


motiviate a refusal of a visa. (Cver 
since the founding of the Spanish 
republic Trotzy 
has 
sought, 
but 


failed to obtain a passport visa to 
visit Spain ) Thence arises this ver- 
sion of my spiritist direction of the 
recent popular movement in Spain. 


"How should the Stalin faction's

plained? Thor» are two causes, one 
general, the other personal.

Individuals and corporations subject 
to federal taxes on their 1931 in- 
comes are preparing to make pay- 
ments at the same basic rates as 
those set up for 1930. In about two 
•\\ocks the first installment of these 
taxes is due. Inasmuch as there Is 
no income-tax bill before congress 
and the question of a change In 
rates or in exemptions has not gone 
bej ond th-5 stage of conversations 
in committee with the secretary of 
the treasury, it is h.'oparent that 
rothins is to be done ,'o alter the 
schedule now in effect. 


Income tax b'anks were sent out; 


by the government weeks ago. At 


by their holders One tax expert to- 
day said that from the statements al- 
ready prepared th» losses from sales

for 1930 Incomes. Profits reported 
for 192S from sa'es of real estate, 
stocks etc. were about $4,500.000.000 
and reported losses only $170,000,000.

Nelson charges that although the

only about $10.679,085. He says the 
legality for the recovery was fully 
confirmed by the supreme court in 
the Dayton and Goose Creek case. 
.During recent hearings before the 
house committee of Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, both the com- 
mission and the railroads favored 
repeal of the recapture clause on 
the grounds that it could not be en- 
forced. 


Nelson further charges that evi- 


dence brought out in the hearings 
showed that the recaptme liability 
estimated by the commission for the 
railroads owned by large corpora- 
tions, such as the United States 
Steel, was more than eight times 
the-amount 'collected.

son, realizing it could not be reached 
•with a bronchoscope, studied the 
problem. Finally by passing a strong 
magnet over the steel-jacketed bul 
let which was several inches below 
the skin, he moved it upward in the 
lung several Inches. It was a simple 
matter to remove it then with a 
Bronchoscope. 


In recent years the bronchoscope 


has been used to implant 'seeds" or 
radium in the lungs, there to remain 
and exercise their curative effects 
on cancer just starting. 
This is 


only an embryo science, yet it may 
be of vast importance when perfect- 
ed. 


Magical Technique 


Probably from, the viewpoint of 


the surgeon Dr. Jackson's greatest 
achievement with the bronchoscope 
was the removal of a staple from 
the lungs of a farmer who had in 
haled it while holding staples in his 
mouth as he worked. 


X-rays showed the staple 
deep 


down in a bronchial tube with 
points upward and embedded in the 
walls of the tube. It was evident 
it would be impossible to pull It up 
ward, aa the points were in deep 
and the walls of the tube were swol- 
len. 
But Dr. Jackson inserted the 


bronchoscope. 
Then 
he 
pushed 


down a rod and released the points 
by shoving the staple downward. Af- 
ter that he used forceps to turn it 
half way around 
and shove 
the 


points into 
openings of branch 


tubes. Finally he inserted a tiny 
hook and turned the round end up- 
ward. He was then able to pull it 
out with the sharp points trailing 
harmlessly. Not a drop of blood was 
lost. The farmer recovered. 


Special forceps for closing safety 


pins have been devised. The life of 
more than one child has been saved 
Decause they can he operated so suc- 
cessfully.

arduous service in the regulation of 
radio, during: which that industry 
has grown from a more or less un- 
known quantity to 
an established 


part >of the American living stan- 
dard, are now being rounded ,out by 
the Federal Radio commission. 


It was on Feb. 28, 192T that Pres- 


ident Coolldge announced the ap- 
pointment of the first radio commis- 
sion as a 
temporary agency 
to 


"bring order out of chaos In broad- 
casting." On March 15 of that year 
the- commission held Its first meet- 
ing—a nondescript 
little agency 


•with no clerical help and no appro- 
priation, for congress had forgotten 
all about it In the budget. It was 
only through the 
good office 
of 


Herbert Hoover, then secretary of 
commerce, that the commission ac- 
quired desk space In the old com- 
merce department building, as well 
as the loan of a few clerks. 


Today the commission has-become 


one of the most active of the group 
of Independent commissions func- 
tioning for Uncle Sam In Washing- 
ton. 
Its personnel totals more than 


100 and Its expenditures amount to 
approximately a half million a year, 
aside from a similar amount spent 
by the radio division of the depart- 
ment of commerce, -which acts as 
the police force, of the ether and 
•which regulated radio 
before the 


commission was created. 


Sykes Is Veteran 


There remains on the commission 


one who" served 
on the original 


board. He Is Eugene O. Sykes of 
Mississippi, its vice chairman. Judge 
Sykes, now beginning his sixth year 
as a radio offical, called to order the 
first meeting of the commission on 
March 15, 1927, in the absence of 
Admiral W. H. G. Bttllard, who had 
been designated chairman and; who 
at the time was en route from Pek- 
ing, China. Other members of- that 
original commission, were Col. John 
F. Dillon, former radio supervisor 
on the Pacific coast, who died short- 
ly after his appointment; Henry A. 
Bellows, now vice president of Col- 
umbia Broadcasting system, and O. 
H. Caldwell, of New Tork, now edi- 
tor of several radio and electrical 
publications. 


In the five 
years that have 


elapsed judge Sykes has served with 
ten 
different 
commissioners. An 


eleventh—Col. Thad H. Brown, gen- 
eral counsel of the commission—has 
been appointed to fill the vacancy 
created by 
the resignation 
last 


month of Judge Ira B. Robinson of 
West Virginia, but he has not yet 
been confirmed by the senate. Judge 
Sykes from the first has been the 
commission's vice chairman. 


When the first 
commission was 


appointed it was 
as a temporary 


agency for the avowed purpose of 
restoring order In broadcasting. The 
.year before the attorney general had 
issued his celebrated opinion 
In 


which he held there was not effec- 
tive law governing radio. 


Started Landrush 


This ruling, called the "breakdown 


of the law", resulted- In a landrush 
of stations, which cropped up like 
mushrooms overnight and preempt- 
ed wave lengths. 
Congress enacted 


the emergency legislation and the 
commission was created. 


Great changes have taken place 


in the past five years In radio. Tho 
commission found "that broadcasting, 
while It was the immediate problem 
and the one which affected the pub- 
lic directly, was only a small factor 


• in its duties. Radio communications 
of every character had to be regu- 
lated—a task that entailed- meticul-
